The Communist governments of Red China and North Korea are engaged in an 
| intense campaign of atrocities to wipe out all vestiges of Christianity, five church 
I leaders who fled from this area declared in a consultation with the House Committee 
% on Un-American Activities, which was made public today. 

"There are no longer any truly Christian churches operating in Red China," 
Reverend Peter Chu Pong, General Secretary of the Hong Kong International Christian 
1 Leadership, stated. "The only ones in existence are propaganda churches operated by 
the Communists with Communist ministers picked out by the government to fill the 
pulpits and indoctrinate the people in communism." 

Christians, are compelled to attend re-education and self-confession classes, 
Reverend Tsin-tsai Liu declared. If the self-confessing classes are not successful, 
the Communists resort to other means: 

"They stop the noses of the people and pour water in their mouths. Every 
time the person breathes, he swallows water. After he swallows enough water, his 
, stomach swells up, and then they stand on it. Then they rise 24-hour questioning. 

The questioning goes on day and night with different shifts of Communists asking the 
questions. The person being questioned loses all sense of time. Also used are threats 
of violence to loved ones. 

"The only churches that are allowed to remain open are Communist- run churches 
that serve as showcases for visitors," he continued. 

"Since 19^9 the Communist government of China has confiscated over 20 million 
j U. S. dollars in church property; about 140,000 mainland Christians have been killed 
I by the Communists ; 5 million Chinese have fled as refugees to Hong Kong, Formosa, and 
other parts of the world, and over 30 million Chinese have been killed or persecuted, " 
Reverend Samuel W. S. Cheng stated. "The Communist government," he said, "confiscates 
all relief goods sent to the mainland. None of it gets to the people. The only 
effective relief is air drop, such as that done by the Chinese Nationalists at night 
so the relief goods can be picked up secretly. All other relief is wasted." 

Reverend Cheng described what had happened to the family of a member of the 
Chinese Nationalist House of Representatives on Formosa because he was intensely 
anti-Communist : 



"His family and his cousins, brothers, all relatives, altogether 180 persons, 
have been killed. 


"Again he says his oldest brother, who is a graduate of Columbia University, 
returned back to China in 1957 for peace negotiations. He does not know whether he is 
dead or alive . 

"His second older brother, Mr. Wang, is also a graduate of Central Military - 
Academy. He was executed by public accusation. This writer's sister-in-law is a very 

I good woman. The Communists thought she had a whole lot of money and asked a lot of her, 
and she said she had lent it. So it made the Communists very mad at her. They used 
five horses, toe horse was tied to her neck and the other horses were tied to heryarms

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rand legs and they went in all directions. The biggest horse ran and it just tore her 
body into pieces. The blood streamed all over the public square, and the people shut 
their eyes and cried. They could not stand to see it." 


Reverend Shih-ping Wang, East Asia director of the Baptist Evangelization 
Society International, described the commune system recently instituted in Red China. 
This system has hunt the churches, he said, because it has given the government much 
more complete control of the people and all worship has been forbidden in the communes. 
He stated: 


"The family unit is broken up. Husbands and wives are separated into different 
barracks • The children are taken away from the parents and placed in government-run 
nurseries. Husbands and wives may meet only once a week for two hours - they have no 
other contact. Because these places of meeting are few, couples must stand in line at 
the special rooms waiting their turn. And after they are finished, they must report 
to the commune group leader to tell the date and time and how long they stayed together. 
They must also report what they said and did together. The parents may see their ^ 
children once a week and when they see them they cannot show affection toward their 
children. The idea is to have the children and the fa mi ly sever their affection and 
direct it toward the state. Names are taken away from the children, and they are given 
n umb ers - There is no individual identity. The basic unit of social life in the commune 
is the commune itself."

Reverend Wang continued, "All the elderly people 60 years of age and above 
who cannot work are put in the old people's "Happy Home." After they are placed in 
the homes they are given shots. They are told these shots are for their health. But 
after the shots are taken, they die within two weeks. After they die, the corpses are 
placed in vats . When the bodies decay and maggots set in, the maggots are used to 
feed chickens. The remainder of the body is used for fertilizer. Old graves are also 
dug up and the bones used for fertilizer. In Hong Kong, the people do not eat chickens 
imported from the mainland because of the food fed to the chickens . To dig up the 
graves is to sever family ties completely. Chinese people revere their ancestors. 
Digging up the graves is the Communist method of severing all connections with tradition 
and the past." 




Kyung Rai Kim, Christian leader in Southern Korea and chief of the religious 
section of the Kook Do Daily News in Seoul, told of Northern Korean Communist persecution 
of religion. As in China, he said, all denominations have been eliminated in Northern 
Korea. There is only one so-called church, the "Northern Church Association" and it, 
too, is not a true Christian church but merely a propaganda tool of the government. 


In describing the C ommuni st campaign against Christian churches. Reverend Kim 
declared, "In Pyongyang, in 1946, an educational ministry was developed to do away with 
the Christian churches. The educational ministry sent secret police during worship 
services to hear the ministers preach. The ministers who preached the gospel of 
Christ were accused of being against the government and were arrested. At first the 
government tried to make them confess to being against the government. Later they 
were shot. The government made public examples of the ministers by torturing them. 

An evangelist friend of mine, Lee Chang Whan, was killed. He was 26 years old, a real 
intellectual, a graduate of a Lutheran seminary, and could speak six languages fluently. 
In the winter of 1948, he was killed by the Communists, because he was going to print 
the Bible. He was trying to publish the Bible in secret because there was not freedom 
for Bible publishing under the puppet regime. The Red police stripped him naked, 
bound him, and put him into an empty water pool. It was 17 degrees below zero that day.

"A lady evangelist, Kim Keum Sun, was tied between two horses. Then the 
horses were sent running in different directions. This happened in 1951- Through 
terrible persecutions such as these, the Communists made the people afraid to be 
Christians and to go to church. Kim Keum Sun was guilty of not letting a portrait . 
of the chief of Northern Korea be placed in her church. 


"In January 1951, 250 pastors were killed by the Communists on the same day 
in the same place in Hong Jai Dong, Seoul, Korea. The Red police made holes through 
the pastors 1 hands with an ax and bound them hand to hand with an iron thread, and 
they shot them. In February 1951. at Won Dang Church, Chen Ra Nam Do Province, 

Red soldiers burned 83 Christians with gasoline."

One of these artists . Max Weber, has 
been publicly identified ’as a communist 
Party member.

Four of them defended Stalin's bloody 
Moscow purge trials of the late 1930’s. 

Four have contributed their art work 
to the Communist magazine The Liber- 
atoi\ . ’ 

Two* have similarly served Fight the i 
publication of the Communist front, the . 
Ameriian'League Against War and F2s- 1 
cism and, later, of the American League , 
for Peace and Democracy. 

Three have done the same for Soviet 1 
Russia Today, another Communist mag- 
azine. 

Two of them have been owners of the 
Communist publication, the Masses. 

Sixteen have contributed their art 
work to the Communist magazine New 
Masses. 

Thirteen have similarly served its suc- 
cessors, Masses and Mainstream. 

Three have contributed art material to 
the Communist publication Jewish Life. 

Twenty-six of these 67 artists have 
contributed their paintings to art exhib- 


Just a short time ago two of these 
artists signed a public statement calling 
on the United States to completely re- 
verse its foreign policy, particularly in 
regard to Formosa and Labanon. This 
statement was. In effect, a call for United 
States surrender to Moscow. 

$Tow, I should like to tell you a. few 
things about some of these artists as 
individuals. First, let us consider the 
case of Jack Levine, who, the routine 
check made by our committee indicates, 
has been affiliated with at least 21 Com- 
munist fronts and causes. Levine's work, 
“Welcome Home," is being sent to Mos- 
cow to portray and impress the people 
of the Soviet Union with American cul- 
ture. 

A recent issue of the Communist 
Worker described this painting as a pic- 
ture of a stuffed-shirt American general. 
Jack Levine htoself has described this 
painting in the following words: 

And no matter how commanding and im- 
pressive a general, he will be chewing. His 
wife, however smart and fashionably turned 
out, will be chewing. Everybody In the gen- 
eral's party will bo chewing, as a gesture of 
kinship with the lower orders of mankind. 
Wliat is more absurd than an august gather- 
ing abstractedly chewing their cuds • • * 
my thesis, that armies are a continuation of 
class snobbery. 


itioirs staged by Communist fronts: 12 
to the China Aid Council, 5 to the Joint 


Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, 1 to 
People's Drama— a Communist Party 
theatrical agency— and 8 to the Commu- 
nist-line weekly newspaper. The Na- 
tional Guardian. 

Eleven of these artists signed the call 
to the American Artists Congress of 1936, 
one of the major art fronts set up by the 
Communist Party in this country. 

Three of these artists have publicly 
defended V. J. Jerome, Communist Party 
cultural commissar, for delivering his 
speech, “Grasp the Weapon of Culture,” 
at the 1950 convention of the U,3. Com- 
munist Party. This speech was one of 
the overt acts on which Jerome was sub- 
sequently indicted — and convicted — for 
conspiring to overthrew the Government 
of these United States by force and vio- 
lence. 


So that there will be no doubt about 
Levine and the style and purpose of his 
art, I quote from a review of an exhibit 
of his works which was published in the 
Communist newspaper, The Worker, on 
April 10, 1955: 

Jack Levine Is an artist of social satire and 
social caricature. He paints dead souls in. 
living bodies with devastating power and in- 
sight. He paints the men and women who 
would stifle humanity, starve mankind, bru- 
talize the world for their own parasitic, sel- 
fish, greedy ends. He divests these people of 
their outer garments of wealth, position, and 
respectability and exposes the shaax that 
covers the leering evil, the greed, the corro- 
sion of upper-class immorality and self- 
indulgence. 

One cannot look at these canvases with- 
out experiencing the Impact of their terrific 
power. The painting. The Triah has deep 
political significance today as witchhunts 
and hysteria have made a mockery of court- 
room Justice. 


Throughout the exhibition it is more clear 
What Jack Levine hates. He says himself, 
“Those I lovo I simply leave out. A painter . 
should do what he does best/' 


It is obvious from Levine's own words 
that he hates the U.S. general he has 
portrayed in “Welcome Home." 

The Worker review of Levine's exhibit 
also stated: 

One of the functions which art is expected 
to perform is to Intensify man's emotions 
and sharpen his insights. Jack Levine has 
done this in a merciless exposure of corrod- 
ing evil dressed in riches and respectability. 
He has created unforgettable faces expres- 
sive of corruption that grows and decays. 
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This statement makes It clear that not 
only does Levine hate American gen- 
erals' but that, in his artwork, he fol- 
lows the dictates of the world Commu- 
nist conspiracy. Addressing the 21st 
congress of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union on January 27 of this year, 
Nikita Khrushchev made the following 
statement: 

It is tha duty of * * 9 painters to raise 
still higher the content and artistic level 
of their work, to continue as energetic as- 
sistants of the party and the state in the 
Communist education of the working 
people. 

Writing in the Communist New Masses 
magazine , in 1946— the magazine to 
which 16 of these artists have contrib- 
uted— U.S. Communist Party Chairman 
Wniiam Z. Foster, said: 

There must he a clear understanding that 
art is a weapon in the class struggle. Not 
only is art a weapon, hut a very potent one 
wall. Moreover, rising revolutionary so- 
cial classes instinctively realize the impor- 
tance o f art as a social weapon and have al- 
ways forged their own art and used it to 
challenge that of the existing ruling class. 

tfc is clear from these statements that 
heitlxer Khrushchev nor Foster has any 
complaints as far as the work of Jack 
Levine is concerned. He uses his art as 
a weapon to arouse hatred of our free 
society and people considered represen- 
tative of it. 

His picture of the gum- chewing, 
"stuffed-shirt” American general will 
help the Kremlin convince its enslaved 
people that its vicious propaganda about 
' American military leaders is true, and 
is supported even by the American 
people. 

Another artist whose work the USIA 
has chosen to exhibit in Moscow is Ben 
Shahn. whohas been aSliated with over 
2 dozen Communist fronts and causes. 
Shahn has been repeatedly described in 
the Communist press as a "people's ar- 
tist.” Shahn is one of the artists in 
this group who recently signed a state- 
ment calling on the United States to re- 
verse our policy of resisting Communist 
aggression. 

A Daily Worker review of his paint- 
ings a number of years ago contained, 
the following statement: 

Shahn, has always considered art as a 
medium for the communication of ideas and 
his ideas bay© always been progressive. 
(When used in the Communist press, “pro- 
gressive” means Communist or pro- 
Communlst), He is one of our finest ar- 
tists and one of our bost social painters. 

The Communist newspaper's use of 
the word "our” in referring to Shahn is 
significant. 

The People's World, west coast Com- 
munist Party newspaper, in April of 

1955, described some of Shahn's paint- 
ings in a Los Angeles exhibit as follows: 
His brUUant caustic social paintings * * * 
an, acid portrait of a policeman, a sym- 
pathetic drawing of a miner • • ♦ drawn 
by an 1 artist who takes sides and expresses 
his viewpoint in a powerful style. 

The same Communist newspaper in. a 
1948 review of an exhibition of Shahn's 
works made the following comment: 

It is interesting to note, also, that posters 
such as “We Want Peace, Register, Vote. 1 * 
“For AU These Rights We've Just Begun, To 
Fight,” and others are fine, qualitative ex- 
amples of the work to the artist. * * ♦ 
Here, slmpy? and definitely, is an* artist of 
the \» 


During the >1948 election campaign 
Shahn put his talents to the use of the 
Communist-controlled Progressive Party 
by painting a campaign poster which'' 
mocked President Truman and his Re- 
publican opponent, former Governor 
Dewey of New York. 

Still another artist chosen for the 
Moscow exhibit is Max Weber, the one 
who has been identified as a Communist 
Party member by Louis Budenz, former 
managing editor of the Daily Worker 
and member of the Communist Party 
national committee. 

Weber has been connected with some 
79 Communist fronts and causes. The 
Communist magazine Masses and Main- 
stream, issue of April 1949, contained an. 
article oh Weber praising him as follows: 
Weber grew up an artist in the atmosphere 
of quest and revolt * * ♦ Weber sought on 
answer to the anarchy of capitalist society 
in the controlled order of formal manipula- 
tion. 

Through tho depression years of the 
thirties, Weber took an active and leading 
part in the struggles of artists. And at this 
time his work * ♦ * reflects the social scene 
through the inclusion of new thematic mate- 
rial in such paintings as “At the Mill,” “The 
Builder/’ and “Refugees.” 

His passionate social awareness makes him 
constantly affirm his alliance with those who 
have begun to break through. 

In passing, Mr. Speaker, permit me 
to quote certain appraisals made by art ■ 
critics of the work of Max Weber. These = 
appraisals are taken from a publication 
copyrighted by the Whitney Museum of ; 
American Act in 1949 : 

Their ugliness is appalling. 

Ho one is going to believe that nature 
alone ever made anybody as bad mi artist 
as aU this. Such grotesquerle could only, 
be acquired by long and perverse practice. . 

Here are travesties of the human form, 
hera are forms that have no justification in ■ 
nature, but that seem for all the world 
like the emanation of someone not in his 
right mind, such as one might expect from 
the inmate of & lunatic asylum. * * * It 
is difficult to write of these atrocities with 
moderation, for they are positively an insult 
to ordinary intelligence. 

A brutal, vulgar and unnecessary display 
of art license* 

Philip Ever good, another artist whose 
work will be displayed in the exhibit, 
has been connected with over 75 Com- , 
munisfc fronts and causes, has contrib- 
uted articles to the Communist Daily 
Worker and has been a staff writer for 
the west coast Communist Party news- 
paper, the People's World, 

Evergood is one of the many artists In 
this group who sponsored or took an 

active part in the notorious Communist 
.initiated Cultural and Scientific Con- 
ference for World Peace- held in New 
York City in March 1943, and frequently 
referred to as the Waldorf conference. 

Evergood was a panel speaker at this 
conference. His subject was "The Art- 
ist as Interpreter of His Age.” Addres- 
* sing the numerous Communists and 
fellow travelers who took part in this 
gathering, he said: ^ 

The tools of the artist may vary, his phi- 
losophy may change, but the substance of 
his art, if It is to live, Is always the reflection 
of his time. Today the artist is living iu the 
most complex of societies. How can today's 
artist cope with and express the chaotic state 
of the world in which he lives? The artist 
must enter the struggle for peace like the 
people who are for peace and the continued 
growth of their kind, became to quote Paul 
Robesou, “The, people are engaged hi a 


^P^vorm-rotted shells whose stench of 
putrefaction permeates our contemporary 
mental atmosphere whl disintegrate and dis- 
appear Uke the nightmare they are. 

Entering the struggle for peace him- 
self, Evergood did a charcoal drawing of 
a "Dove of Peace” for an art exhibition 
staged in 1951 by the New York branch 
of the National Council of Arts, Sciences, 
and Professions, the Communist Party's 
cultural front. It was at this time that 
Moscow's Stockholm peace appeal was 
being circulated throughout this country 
and the Communist artist Picasso'S 
peace dove had become the symbol of the 
Kremlin’s hypocritical peace drive. 

The art exhibition the USIA is send- 
ing to Moscow is supposed to portray— 
and help the enslaved people of the 
Soviet Union appreciate — the art and 
culture of the United States, The theory 
behind the exhibit is that it is an. ex- 
hibition of the art of freemen. It ap- 
pears that we are sending the so-called 
art of men who have prostituted what- 
ever talents they possess to the foulest 
conspiracy in the history of man, I ask 
you, "can anyone claim — and the USIA 
claim— that these men really represent 
American culture?” 

It is repulsive to me that a U.S, Gov- 
ernment agency should glorify so-called 
artists who stand for nothing that this 
country represents and for. every thing it 
is opposed to, men who stand for, pro- 
mote, and defend Communist slavery, 
mass murder, and destruction of free- 
dom: men who, by their actions and 
statements over the course of many years, 
have proclaimed themselves the enemies 
of the United States. 

I also wish to state my objection to 
what is implied by the backgrounds of 
the artists the USIA has selected to 
represent this country in Moscow: 
namely, that of ail the painters and 
sculptors in the United States, one-third 
of them are either Communists, con- 
scious and deliberate fellow-travelers, or 
dupes of the Communist conspiracy. • 

I am cognizant, .Mr. Speaker, of the 
“liberal” line proclaiming the intrinsic 
esthetic value of “art for art's sake,” 
irrespective of the background or design 
of the artist and that somehow by dis- 
playing in Moscow, at U.S. taxpayer's 
expense, the art work of American Com- 
munists and Communist-! routers, Khru- 
shchev 4 and his gang of international 

outlaws will cease being Communists 
dedicated to world revolution* In my 
judgment, this is plain poppycock, . 

* How long is it going to be, Mr, Speaker; 
before it is recognized that the Com- 
munist conspiracy is at total war with 
the free world? It is a war of intrigue, 
subversion and force. It is above ail, 
a war in which the Commhnisfc 'con- 
spiracy is irrevocably dedicated. If our 
method of fighting communism is to dis- 
play in Moscow art works of American 
Communists and Communist fronters 
our cause is lost. 

I cannot believe that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the patriotic American 
citizens will stomach this nonsense. *

1955 9 which indicates that espionage is aimed at every 
facet of national life , It is then pointed out that the 
head of the Internal Security Division of the Department 
of Justice 9 testified before the House Appropriations 
Committee in 1956 that in the preceding year and a half the 
FBI had turned over 481 cases of espionage to the Department ,

This chapter begins with a quote from the Director's 
testimony before the Seriate Appropriations Committee in 
1950 which indicated that foreign espionage agents conceal 
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themselves under the cloak of diplomatic immunity , 

Thereafter, the testimony and/or publications of 11 
Soviet or satellite defectors is set forth to illustrate 
that the^ Soviet-bloc countries make extensive use of 
their diplomatic, trade and other establishments and 
delegations in foreign countries to commit espionage ,

This chapter begins with a quote from "Masters 
of Deceit" which indicated that the establishment of Amt or g 
Trading Corporation in 1934 gave the Soviets their first 
legal" base for espionage operations and recognition 
ofjj the. Soviet Union in 1933 enabled them to operate 
unaer diplomatic immunity , Thereafter , the chapter contains 
write-ups pertaining to 34 Soviet-bloc individuals who have 
been in the United States and have been identified as 
intelligence agents.

I that additional cases and evidence could, be 
cited to shovj that the communist diplomats who come to this 
country are engaged in activities beyond their diplomatic

Chapter V In the Shadow of the Kremlin 

This chapter begins with a quote from Lieutenant 
General Trudeau indicating that the Soviets use all possible 
techniques to recruit spies. It is pointed out that the 
Kremlin tries to place the United, States in an equally 
embarrassing^ position when any of the Kremlin spies are 
caught. This is done by falsely charging Americo,n diplomats 
vnth spying ‘in the Soviet Union and/or expelling them. 
Considerable space is given to Soviet action against United 
States personnel stationed in Russia, It is pointed out 
that the Soviets make ~, extensive use of servants to collect data 
and report on United States personnel. They also make 
extensive use of concealed microphones and wire-tapping

It is pointed 
out that some of the maids assigned to United, States 
facilities in Moscow look more like contestants in a 
Miss USSR" contest then house servants. The case of

This chapter begins with a quote from Victor A, 
Kravchenko to the effect that 90 per cent of Soviet 
cicizens in Washington were members of the Communist Party, 
thereafter , it points out that there are more than five 
times as many Soviets in the United States as Americans 
in Moscow, It is noted, that this is largely due to the fact 
tiytt we permit the Soviet Union to bring domestic servants 
and all other employees to this country, whereas we employ 
iron Curtain nationals in the Iron Curtain countries for 
assistance.

A number of inaccuracies were noted as follows: 

a. On page 8 it was indicated that Alfred K. Stern 
and his wife were indicted on June 16, 1958, and had been 
subpoenaed to appear before a Grand Jury on March 14, 1958. 

Both of these dates are wrong. They were subpoenaed' in March, 
1957} and were actually indicted on September 9 } 1957* 

b. On page 4l it is reported that Yassili M. Molev 
was the paymaster for the Soble espionage ring. We never 
received any information indicating that he acted in this 
capacity although there may have been newspaper speculation 
from which the HCUA drew this conclusion. 

c. On page 4-2 it is indicated that Charles Beaumet 
came to the Bureau when a Soviet attempted to get certain infor- 
mation. Actually, we interviewed Beaumet, he did not come to 
us. 


d. On page 42 it is indicated that Anatoli Popov was 
recalled to the Soviet Union at the request of the State Depart- 
ment. .This is not true. Actually-, the State Department 
specifically advised the Bureau that it did not request his 
recall. 


e. On page 44 it is reported that Boris Morros 
revealed that Vassili Zubilin approached him in the middle 
1930* s using the name "Melamet." This is not accurate. Morros 
reported that he was first approached in the middle 1930 r s 

by a Soviet named "Melamed" (not Melamet). He was later 
contacted by Zubilin who used the name "Herbert." 

f. On page 48 it is reported that on October 31, 1949, 
Dr. Erwin Munk of the Czechoslovakian Embassy was declared persona 
non grata and at the same time Teo Florin, Dr. and Mrs. Syrovdtka 
and a clerk named Horvat were declared undesirable and asked to 
leave the country. It was reported that this action was based 

on information received from an undercover agent of the Bureau 
named Joseph Molnar. 
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'Munk was declared persona non grata on October 31, 

1949* On the same date, Jan Horvath was declared persona non 
grata.. This 1 action was in retaliation for action taken against 
U.S. representatives in Czechoslovakia although both had been 
involved in ..espionage activities with Joseph Molnar. Dr. Evzen 
Syrov&tka and Theodore' Florin had previously been declared 
persona non grata on March 26, 1948, in retaliation for action 
taken against U.S. personnel. They too, however, had been 
involved in intelligence activities with Molnar. 

On page 49 it is reported that Konstantin Nikolaevich 
Xoudrvavtsev was identified as a Soviet intelligence agent by 
Ismial jSge " and is still a member of the Soviet ^Delegation to the 
United Nations. The individual who was identified by Ege was 
Sergei N. Koudriavtzev. This individual was in the United States 
in 1945. He returned June, 1947, as an adviser to the Soviet 
Delegation to the United Nations. In September, 1947. he was 
publicly identified as having been formerly involved in espionage 
activities in Canada. As a result, he was recalled to Moscow on 
October 10. 1947. One Konstantin Koudryavtsev was also attached 
to the United Nations from February 16, 1954, to July 31, 1957. 


Comments: 


a. Pages 13-21 set forth brief write-ups regarding 
ten cases concerning which the HCUA furnished fictitious names 
and altered.* the facts. We have been unable to definitely identify 
these with information in our files. Our files do contain infor- 
mation concerning the approach, to Donald Ultan referred to at the 
bottom of page 21. Also the case referred to on page 22 of a 
Central Intelligence Agency employee who committed suicide refers 
to Nick Wallen, Bureau - file 105-44034. The information set 
forth is substantially accurate. 

» t>. Pages 43 and 44 contain write-ups pertaining to 

Viktor Zegal and Ivan Bukanov. The information set forth was 
obtained through Bureau investigation and was”" disseminated in 
memoranda and reports during 1954 to the State Department, the 
Central Intelligence Agency and the Internal Security Division..':, 
of the Department. It was classified "Confidential. " We have 
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never declassified this information. We do not know where 
the HCUA got this information.

* , c. On, page 8l the HCUA recommends study of regulations 

and policies concerning the development and use by the United 
States of techniques for learning the identity of communist 
agents. It is- not, apparent from the manner in which this is 

written what the committee has in mind. 

* * 

d. On page 8l the committee recommends that careful 
consideratipn be given to the development of an effective 
defector program to induce defections. The Bureau has, of 
course,, initiated numerous efforts to defect Soviet-bloc 
personnel.* 1 .Thpre have been some successful defections in the 
satellite field; 'Howeyer, we knoitf of no induced Soviet 
defection. Likewise, there is little evidence to support the 
conclusion of former defectors t|iat there are numerous Soviet 
intelligence agents who desire to defect. Analysis of past 
defections does not Indicate that this is true. Although it 
might be* helpful,, if we in our defection approaches were able 
to guarantee the potential defector a livelihood, definite 
projection, and U.S. citizenship, such guarantees would be a 
matter of policy to be placed inuo effect by other agencies 

of the Government. 

e. This report contains no new information which 
would be of assistance to our investigations. It was found 
to contain nothing critical of the Bureau. On the contrary, 

it was somewhat complimentary ' in its references to the Director 
and ended with a plea for citizens to report information to the 
Bureau. It is believed that it is an excellent publication for 
public- consumption.

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On 6-8-59 Frank McNamara of the HCUA staff telephoned 
Edwards to furnish additional information in an effort to identify the remai 
six cases referred to in memorandum of 2-18-59 from the Domestic Intelligence 
Division. This, as you know, concerns a matter which we have been endeavoring 
to completely clear up with the HCUA. Edwards had spoken to McNamara concerning 
it on Friday 6-5-59 and McNamara stated that he would have to refresh his recollection 
by reviewing the background of the cases cited in the report.

This leaves two cases unidentified. Concerning these McNamara stated 
that he cannot find the Thomas R. Supe folder and feels that perhaps one of the investi 
gators is temporarily using it. He will check on this and also conduct additional 
research to try to clear up the sixth case. He said he will follow through on these 
promptly because he realizes we wish to get this matter cleared up at the earliest 
possible time. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That this matter be referred to the Domestic Intelligence Division for 
any further research desired by them to see whether the additional information given 
by McNamara enables them to confirm the identity of the four cases. Edwards will 
follow through with McNamara regarding the remaining two cases. 
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
